WALLACE 


‘By CECIL J. YOUNG | 


‘s7rom Rebel to Riddle in 
Tivee Generations” $s 4 popu- 
lar tag deseribing an American 
fumily -known- as the Wallaces 
of lowa. ' 

The Rebel was grandfather 
Henry, a Svots-Lrish immigrant 
who deserted the Presbyterian 
Ministry to be a farmer. The 
Riddle is Henry Ayard—farmer 
professor, agricultural scient- 
ist, editor, palitichan and 
Cabinet. minister,. and then 
editor again. 

Henry Wallace ja a dreamy 
and honest-minded, tikeable sort 
af- citizen. He probably knows 
more: about maize than any 
other man in the “corn-belt” of 
America, 

What «else he knows has been 
subject te the most vlolent kind 
of controversy regularly since 
the day in 1938 when tho late 
President Roosevelt invited him 
to be Secretary of Agriculture. 

Although his fate father had 
been ‘Agriculture Sceretary to 
the ultru-Conservative Republi- 
ean, Calvin Coolidge, young 
Henry “plumped” for F.D.R. in 
1082. 

For the three-ring circus of 
Washington | politics in the 
reign of Roosevelt, Henry Wal- 
lace gave up a pleasant and 
wuccessful Iowa farm, his bes 
loved research in agriculture, 
and editorship of his family's 
periodical, “Wallace's Farmer.” 

When, in 1945, soon after 
dlarry Truman moved into the 
White Houre, Wallqce gave up 
Washington, it was not to re- 
turn to Towa.* 

He kept on going East, this 
time to New York and cditor- 
ahip of the Left Wing publica- 
tton, “The New Republic.” | ~ 

Between the two milestones 
in the career of the third Henry 
‘Wallace of the Iowa ‘Wallaces, 
he managed to eatablists him. 
aclf, at one and the’ same time,

During Roosevelt's frst term, 
Wallace spent moncy lavishly,} 
tn the gold-lined Department 
of Agriculture, U.S. farmers 
were in bad shape generally— 
drought, soil erosion, or prices 
for produce characterised — the 
nye—and Wallace became “Mr. 
Fix-It."' On the whole, with o 
minimum of errors, he did a 
reasonably good job in work 
which he -knew. 

The farmers gave * their 
thanks to Wallace and the De- 
motrats when Roosevelt carried 
46 out of 48 stutes in the 1936 
elections. 

Jt was in 1940 that Wallace, 
elected Vice-President — and 
freed from the routine of De. 
partmenta] duty, went forth on 
an economic “crusade” which 
he eventually called ‘The Cen- 
tury of the Common Man.” 

In the four years that fallow- 
ed,, Wallace completely ‘allenat- 
ed the rank and filo of the De- 
mocratic Party, with the excep- 
tion of the still mititant but 
decrensing New Deal group, 
and earned the unwavering op- 
position .of Republicans and 
Conservative Democrats. 


- When it was necessary for 


F.D.R. to choose a running 
mate in 1944, the word went 
out—"not Henry Wallace.” The 
Democrats who knew that they 
couldn't win without F.D.R. 
also knew that he probably 
would not live until 1948 and 
the idea of Henry Wallace in 
the White House was not in 
line with the swing . towards 
the right of: the pendulum of} 
politics. “
